Prime Minister Menahem Begin 
said yesterday that one of the

One day before Camp David came 
to a successful conclusion, he said, 
the entire negotiations were actually 
on the verge of collapse, because of 
Egypt's ultimative demands that 
Israel evacuate the whole of Sina! 
and give up the settlements in the 
Rafiah Approaches ἴσο. By that 
time, he sald, all the other outstan- 
ding obstacles had been overcome 
by the expedient proposed by 
Foreign Minister Moshe Dayan — 
the exchange of letters about issues 
on which the parties could not reach 
accord. 

“T believed that pence waa more 
vital for Israel than the retention of 
‘the Sinai settlements, and I was and 
still am ready to accept the respon- 
sibility for acting according to that 
belief.” 

“Nor was I willing to bear the 
burden of responsibility for missing 
the chance of peace solely because 
we demanded to retain the 
pSettiements in Sinai." he said. 

Begin said that not only Israel but 
also the U.S. and Egypt altered their 
stands at Camp David. All three 
countriea had made concessions, he 


Noted. 


He showed the committee 
documents detailing the American 
and Egyptian stands at the outset of 
the talks and pointed out the 
@ifferences between these stands 
and the final positions. He demanded 
that the members of the committee 
leak nothing at all concerning these 
documents, lest irreparable damage 
be done.

‘Sharon said 
they should preferably have been 
constructed Inside Israel near the 
border with Egypt," Begin revealed. 
“In any case, we shall not quit the 
Etzion and Etam fields until the two 
alternative bases in the Negev built 
with American aid are In operation.” 

The Egyptians understood that 
Israel's agreement to the evacuation 
of settlements in Sinai will not be a 
Brecedent or a model for future 
evacuations in Judea, Samaria and 
on the Golan Heights, the premier 
said. The existing settlements in all 
these areas would be strengthened, 
he promised.

— The National 
Religious Party Ὁ will not abide by 
the government whip in today’s 
Knesset vote on the Camp David 
agreements, but will let each of 
its 12 Knesset members vote 55 
he thinks fit.

ly to other matters, Moda'l said the 
reason he had not voted was that-he 
did not get answers to all the 
questions he asked. 

If Israel's maximum concession 
was the Sinai settlements, Moda'‘i 
sald he would support the 
agreements. But if it emerged that 
there were to be additional signifi- 
cant concessions — ‘explicitly, im- 
plicitly, or in the wake of inevitable 
processes"' — he would have to con- 
sider if he could vote in favour. 

The Knesset resolution to be 
adopted at the close of today's debate 
should not be Hmited to the 
framework agreements and the 
removal of the Sinai settlements, 
Moda‘i felt. 

Israel's stand on the status of 
Jerusalem should be part of the 
resolution, he safd. So should the 
Egyptian written undertaking that if 
Jordan does not join the negotiations, 
Egypt will assume the role envisaged 
for Jordan. 


A third point that should be includ-: 
ed in the Knesset resolution is 
Israel's definition of "the Palestinian 
people" (to exclude the PLO), accor- 
ding to Moda'i. A fourth is Israel's 
position that after the three-month 
period in which the Israel-Egypt 
peace agreement is to be signed, new 
settlements can be established in 
Judea and Samaria. 


Furthermore, Moda’! said, the 
resolution should state that the Israel 
Defence Forces will remain in 
Judea, Samaria, and the Gaza dis- 
trict even after the five-year transi- 
tion period. And, finally, it should 
declare that the source of authority 
in those areas shall not pass to any 
iuveign entity. 


Following yesterday's meeting of 
the ΝῊΡ central committee (see 
separate story), the party's three 
ministers are due to meet with Begin 
this morning to request that the 
Knesset vote separately on the 
framework agreements and on the 
liquidation of the Sinai settlements.

However, since most 
speakers tend to speak considerably 
beyond their scheduled time, the vote 
is not expected to take place before 
late tonight. 


Egypt can go it alone: Dayan

Even if not a single Arab state 
backs the Egyptian President over 
the Camp David agreements, Anwar 
Sadat will have the strength — and 
the aupport within Egypt — to con- 
tinue towards peace alone. This was 
the assessament of Foreign Minister 
Moshe Dayan, who briefed senior 
ministry staff yesterday afternoon 
on Camp David and ita aftermath. 

Earlier in the day Dayan held a 
bricfing for all the ambassadors and 
other heads of diplomatic missions 
stationed here. Among his listeners 
was U.S. Ambassador Samuel 
Lewis, who was also a participant at 
the Camp David talks. 

Dayan said he still hoped that Jor- 
dan would eventuaily join the peace 
process, despite its present reluc- 
‘tance. He noted grimly that even 
such stalwart friends of Egypt as 
Sudan and Moroceo were declining 


to give public support to the 
agreements. Nevertheless, he said, 
Sadat had the power and the prestige 
to go on alone, both towards an 
Israel-Egypt treaty and towards 
negotiations on the West Bank and 
Gaza. 

Dayan said the Israel-Egypt trea- 
ty could easily be signed in less time 
than the three months originally 
allotted. 

Meanwhile officials said yesterday 
they expected Dayan and Defence 
Minister Ezer Weizman to head an 
Israeli delegation to the treaty 
negotiations with Egypt. Contacts on 
where and when to hold the 
negotiations would begin after 
today's Knesset vote, with U.S. 
special envoy Alfred Atherton, due 
here tomorrow, assisting the parties 
in deciding the modalities. 

The officials expected the actual 
“negotiations to get under way im- 
mediately after Rosh Hashana. 


Israel, Egypt to discuss Sinai details soon

U.S. EXPERT: 
Soviet stand ὁ 
to depend on Syrians and PLO —

WASHINGTON. — The State 
Department said yesterday that it 
was “too early" to assess the full im- 
pact of the Camp David agreements 
on U.S.-Soviet relations. 

Marshall Shulman, special adviser 
to Secretary of State Cyrus Vance on 
Soviet affairs, also told a House

ἢ mittee that ‘what the Soviet position 


will be in the long run may depend 
upon the position of Syria and the 
Palestine Liberation Organization.” 

Dr. Shulman said that the U.S. 
recognizes “the strong Soviet in- 
terest in the Middle Hast and would 
welcome any positive contribution 
the USSR can make to the long-term 


| amelioration of the problems of that 


area. 
In reviewing the Soviet reaction to 
the Camp David accords to date, the 
State Department official pointed 
out that the Soviets have to 
becone an “active participant” in 
the Middle East negotiations 
through the convening of a Geneva 
peace conference.

ZAMBIA'S plight has even caused 
the government to re-examine the 
economic aspects of Kaunda's belov- 
ed “humaniat" philosophy of govern- 
ment, which says it seeks to 
eliminate ‘‘the exploitation of one 
man by another." 

Economically, humanism means 
according to Kaunda: “Not mass 
production, but production by the 
masses." Zambia is supposed to 
pass from capitalism, through a 
stage of socialism, before finally 
arriving at the higher plane of 
humanism. 


Zambian domestic production is 

dominated by a score of state-run ἐπ’ 
dustries called ‘‘parastatals’’ which 
handle a variety of products, from 
milk to cement. 
* The government [5 now moving to 
loosen bureaucratic controls and 
allow individual managers to run the 
industries in a more busineaslike 
manner, in other words, make a 
profit. 

And Zambia Is now working with 
the International Monetary Fund in 
a two-year programme to 
resuscitate the economy. The IMF 
is to provide nearly $400m. in credit 
if Zambla agrees to go along with 
austerity measures. 

The IMF has already exacted a 10 
per cent devaluation of the kwacha.

BUT THE MAJORITY have until 
now lived in small, closed groups, 
mixing little, and studying during 
their vacations.

In consequence they will soon 
realize that Hogarth and Dickens 
have long been dead, and that the 
dismal picture of England the Pek- 
ing propaganda machine has 
pumped inte them may need. redraw- 
ing. 


Those engaged in scientific 
research will algo find that there is 
often a free-and-fruitful exchange of 
stimulating contradictions between 
director and lesser fry, that in 
England a student may publish work 
with which his mentor disagrees, 
and that in the best down-to-earth 
Maoist tradition 2 professor of 
parasitology languishing in an in- 
stitution of higher learning. can still, 
as one observer puts it, “pick a tick 
out of ἃ bucket of bull." 

“The bold decision to send out this 
horde of ideological hostages shows 
a new confidence and an admirable 
flexibility in Peking — even if it was 
dicatated by dire technological need.

Treland’s proud Jews 


DUBLIN. -- There are fewer than 
3.000 Jews in the Irish Republic, 
equalling less than one per cent or 
the Jewish community in neighbour- 
ing England. But they have never 


felt so independent, secure and 


proud as they do today, 

A hive of religious, social, 
philanthropic and educational activi- 
ty. Irish Jewry feels In harmony with 
the rest of the country and in step 
with the rest of the Jewish world. 

That is the impression gained from 
a visit here and from lengthy talks 
with Dr, Isaac Cohen. who, when he 
reaches the retirement age of 65 next 
year, will have spent 20 years as 
chief rabbl. 

For Irish Jewry, it has been a 
period of gradual but significant 
change, much of it in response to ἃ 
changing environment, 

A major change has been in the 
relationship with the Jewish com- 
munity of the United Kingdom. One 
of the strongest links used to be the 
close contacts between Dublin, 
capital of the Republic, and Belfast, 
the industrial hub of British-ruled 
Northern Ireland. 

Because of the terrorism of the 
past nine years, many of Belfast's 
Jews, formerly almost as numerous 
as those of Dublin, have fled to 
England, leaving the Jews in 
southern Ireland more isolated than 
before. 

At the same time, Irish Jews, like 
their non-Jewish compatriots, have 
become more aware of their links 
with Europe, where Ireland is a 
member of the EEC. Irish Jewry 
also seems more aware than Anglo 
Jewry of the relevance of EEC 
regulations governing conditions of 
animal] slaughter. In the Conference 
of European Rabbis, Dr. Cohen is the 
equal of his British counterpart, Dr. 
Immanuel Jakobovits (who was 
Ireland's second chief rabbi from 
1948 to 1958). . 


BEFORE IRELAND gained in- 
dependence half a century ago, Irish 
congregations were represented on 
the Board of Deputies of British 
Jews. But there is now only one 
vestige of this old link — Irish syn- 
agogues which may register 
marriages are those whose 
marriage secretaries are recognized 
by the Board of Deputies in London. 
The Jewish Representative Council 
of Ireland has considered scrapping 
this link, but decided it was not 
necessary. 

The Irish chief rabbinate is 
otherwise indeperident, except in 
matters of would-be converts to 
Judaism, who are referred to the 
London Beit Din. 

. There are still secular links with 
political and fund-raising bodies in 
London, But even in the Zionist 
sphere, the relationship has chang- 
ed, Two years ago, the Israelj am-

credited to Ireland. Israeli envoys 
have been showered with hospitality 
by Dublin Jewry, bringing a new in- 
timacy into its contacts with Israel. 

Meanwhile, the Yom Kippur War, 
the rise of. international terrorism, 
and the sending of Irish UN troops to 
Lebanon have made Irish public opi- 
nion as a whole more aware of Israel 
and the Middle Hast — and indirect- 
ly of Irish Jewry in its midst. 

Domestically, the community has 
moved steadily up the economic and 
social ladder.in the past two 
decades, with more people entering 
the professions and arts and even 
local politics. 


IT HAS MOVED geographically, too, 
out of the immigrant districts of the 
South Circular Road, with its two 
fine oid synagogues, through the 
modern district of Terenure, 
southwards into the mountains and 
down the coast. 

Meanwhile, the Republic's main 
community in, Cork haa dwindl- 
ed to 20 families, and only individual 
families remain in cities like 
Limerick and Galway. 

The community's decline is partly 
‘due to emigration to England, the 
U.S. and Israel, But families too are 
smailer than in the days when birth 
control, taboo in Catholic Ireland, 
was regarded almost as a criminal 
offence. 

Despite the shrinkage, though, the 
community's heart seems as sound 
as ever, Even the emergence of a 
small Reform congregation has 
caused no major schism in the com- 
munity, which remains markedly 
traditional in its religious outlook. 

Aci to Cohen, virtually all 
the Jewish children here have some 
Jewish education. Half attend the 
two Jewish day schools — Zion 
Primary School and Stratford 
College, the secondary school — 
which provide daily Hebrew and 
Judaism lessons. 

Of the other 50 per cent, two thirds 
attend afternoon Hebrew classes, 
while the remainder hdve private 
tuition. There are alao active youth 
Yaovements, the most popular being 
the religious Bnej Akiva. with 100 
members ‘aged 10 to 17. 


THE COMMUNITY'S Zionism, too, 
does not appear to have been shaken 
by the doubts and anxieties which 
swept some other communities 
following Menahem Begin'‘s election 
as prime minister of Israel. 

Cohen told me that he, like most of 
his community, totally disagreed 
with the recent criticism of Israeli 
policy by Dr. Jakobovits, the British 
chief rabbi, and Michael Sacher,

Playful dolphins chase trawlermen north 
Sinai fishermen worried about 
their rights after peace

HAIFA. — Israel's trawlermen, 
freshly chased out of their Sina! 
coast fishing grounds by aggressive 
dolphins, have appealed to the 
government to assure their “historic 
rights” in the area after peace is 

made with Egypt. 

Fishermen's union secretary Dov 
Schmieda told The Post yesterday 
that hefhad petitioned Defence 
Minister Ezer Weizman not to forget 
his promise ‘‘to assure the 
fishermen's livelihood” in any peace 
negotiations with the Egyptians. In 
letters to Weizman, Agriculture 
Minister Arik Sharon and to Moshe 
Dayan, who has a special interest in 
fishing, Schmieda said that now that 
“peace is almost in the net" they 
should insist on a special clause 
assuring Egyptian recognition of the 
right of 20 Isracli trawiers to con- 

“tinue fishing In the El-Arish- 
Bardaviltle region. 

He noted that our men had been 
working these grounds since Man- 
date times, netting fish worth tens of 
millions of pounds annualiy, in- 
eluding four million dollars worth of 
shrimps for export. They had en- 

‘ joyed peaceful. relations with the 
crews of the 40 Egyptian trawlers in 
the area, and there was no reason for 
displacing them if peace is made. He 
stressed that there are no alternate 
fishing grounds off our coast, and 
catches would be halved if the Sinai 
coast is closed to our men. 

‘Meanwhile most of the fishermen 
have hurriedly abandoned 
operations off Sinai and fled north 


due to the appearance of a “huge 
schoo) of aggressive dolphins" which 
have been causing serious damage 
to their traw] nets, Schmieda 


The dolphins are “impartial,” at- 
tacking both Egyptian and Israeli 
nets. According to his latest informa- 
tion the Egyptians have abandoned 
the area too, for the time being. 

The fishermen consider the, 
dolphins “the eleventh Plague of 
Egypt." Schmieda said the special 
protective nets the trawlermen use 
have proved ineffective, and the men 
have come north, though catches are 
much poorer here, with no shrimps 
at all. 

Fisheries expert Ernst Grofit told 
The Post that the highly Intelligent 
dolphins appear to have learned to 
cope with the protective nets, which 
have a large, 20 cm. mesh, designed 
to entangle the dolphins. 

-He believed the dolphins are 
stimulated by glittering objects, 
such 48 fish caught in the mesh of the 
trawinets from the outside, or the 
growing amounts of nylon bags that 
pollute the sea. If the fishermen 
would clean their nets carefully after 
each trawl, the stimulation would be 
reduced and the dolphins would not 
bother to get through the protective 
nets to get at the glitter. He also 
thought that the dolphins raid the 
nets for play, rather than to get at 
the catches, and that they don't go 
for shrimps at all. ‘‘Though the 
fishermen disagree with me, I 
believe that if they keep the stimula- 
tion low, the dolphins will Jose in- 
terest," he said.

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US. committee praises our 


research on artificial rain

Israeli scientists' success in 
boosting a cloud’s rainwater by 15 to 
24 per cent has been hailed in the 
U.S. as the result of the “‘best 
research on artificial rain anywhere 
in the world.” 

Experiments in cloud seeding 
have been underway throughout the 
world for approximately 36 years. In 
Israel, Prof. Yehuda Neumann, head 
of Hebrew Unviveraity's Depart- 
ment of Atmospheric Sciences, and 
Avraham Gagin, director of the 
Cloud Physics Laboratory, have 
been busy for the past 15 years with a 
silver iodide cloud seeding 
programme. 

Funded with approximately 
TLJ0m. annually — most of it from 
Mekoret — the two scientists and 
their teams utilize aircraft to seed 
the clouds. 

Though the average-sized rain 
cloud bears about 200,000 tons of 
water, only ten per cent, ap- 
proximately, falls to earth as rain. 
Many clouds just pass overhead 
without shedding any precipitation 
at alt, 

The Israeli rain researchers have 
found that injecting silver todide into 
a cloud below a specific temperature 
— minus five degrees centigrade — 
causes Ice crystals to form. These 


crystals soon come down to earth as _ 


“rain.” 

Τὸ mouitor the effictency of 
various temperatures and techni- 
ques, the Israeli rain team now uses 
three planes — two for aerial seeding 
and one to serve as an airborne 
laboratory, complete with 
sophisticated instrumentation and 
advanced radar systems. For low 
hovering clouds, there are ground 
generators to disperse the silver 
lodide particles. - 

The American recognition of the 
Israeli artificial rain studies comes 
from a acientific committee ap- 
pointed by the Department of 
Commerce at the behest of 
Congress, The committee, headed by 
former State Department official 
Harlan Cleveland, was asked to con- 
duct a global survey of artificial rain 
research and to cite the best 
programme. 

in Israel, an increase of 15 per cent 
in rainfall means an additional 300 
milion cuble feet of water all over 
the country. Since cloud-seeding 
rainwater costs about flve agorot per 
cubic metre, this is substantially 
cheaper than other water production 
methods; such as sea water desalina- 

jon. 

As if water production is not 
enough, the Cloud Physics 
Laboratory has recently begun plan- 
ning new research - on how to pre-

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New tax bill 
to benefit 
Americans abroad 


WASHINGTON {AP}. — The 
House of Representatives passed 
a bill on Monday that would 
greatly increase tax benefits for 
Americans working abroad. 
These provisions were trimm- 
ed by law two years ago. The new 
legislation, passed 282 to 94 and 
sent to the Senate for quick action 
as an add-on to a Senate-passec 
bill, would largely restore these 
benefits and add more. The 
application of the 1976 pill had 
been postponed by Congress. 
Except for Americans working 
in Canada and Western Europe, 
the bill would restore the flat ex- 
emption of $20,000 earnings ex- 
empt from U.S. tax. The 1976 
legislation had cut the exemption 
for everyone to $15,000. In special 
cases, the exemption can be $25,- 


The bill, moreover, would 
authorize special deductions for 
excess cost of living in foreign 
countries, housing. education of 
éhildren and the cost of travel 
home for annual leave. 

Some opponents contended the 
bill authorizes a “‘double dip"* by 
adding the special benefits to the 
restored deduction. 

‘The measure is estimated to 
cost the treasury §458m. next 
year in lost revenue, 


Railways use solar 
energy along tracks

HAIFA, — The railways have begun 
making use-of solar energy, to begin 
with. for powerlng their com- 
munications syatem. In the past 
windmills were set up to provide 
energy aiong tracks in outlying 
places, where no electricity supply 

lines were within economic reach. 
Solar cells have now been tried out 
by engineers tn two spots and found 
to be working well. They are much 
cheaper than windmills, costing only 
about 1L10,000 each. Moreover, the 
two solar cells are much more 
reliable in operation, having no mov- 
ing parts, like windmills, They serve 
to power radio links between bases 
and personnel moving along the rails 
and roads. More solar cells as 
energy sources are to be introduced.

ISMAILIYA, Egypt (AP). — Peace 
with Israel] will bring only negligible 
income from Israeli ships passing 
through the Suez Canal but will 
speed up development of the Canal 
region, says Canal Authority chair- 
man Mashour Ahmed Mashour. 

With the Camp David accords 
presaging peace with Israel in three 
months, Israeli ships will be allowed 
to use the Canal.

“The Israelis may send some ships

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Peace over settlements 


IT IS DIFFICULT not to sympathize with the settlers in the 
Raflah Approaches, or, as the area was renamed only last 
September, the Yamit region. 

They have invested up to five years of hard work in making 
this desert strip bloom. They have built a town on the arid soil 
that could serve as a model. They have linked their lives to the 
future of this territory, and they have done so at the express | 
urgings of the country's leaders. 

Back in 1972 they were told by Moshe Dayan, then Defence. 
Minister in the Alignment cabinet, that they would be fulfilling a 

_ sacred national duty by settling there. Only a year ago they 
were assured by Premier Begin that the Yamit region was 
headed for a period of massive growth and development. ᾿ 

Now they are being asked to prepare to leave their homes and 
plantations within no more than three years. So they must now 
seek — with the active assistance of the authorities, to be sure — 
still newer homes back in ‘‘old"’ Israel. They need not be envied, 
not even by those who have taken a dim view of the settlers‘ 
practice of relying in large degree on the labour of local Beduin, 
who had been ousted from the ares. for a reason calied security. 

In a barrage of propaganda aimed at reaching the people at 

large, over the heads of the government, the Yamit settlers are 
taking great pains to emphasize that their mission in north Sinai 
has not been to grow tomatoes, although they have done so 
stupendously well, but to serve the country’s strategic needs. 
Specifically, they recall, to provide a security buffer between 
the Gaza Strip and Egypt. 
’ It so happens, however, that the country’s strategic needs 
have now been redefined in the light of a new development that 
was not — although perhaps it should have been — foreseen five 
years ago: the prospect of a fully fledged peace accord between 
Egypt and Israeli. 

_ ‘The settlers may object that no such redefinition is called for. 
They may argue, citing in support even recent statements by 
cabinet ministers, that peace with Egypt could not remove the 
necessity for a security buffer. And they may contend, with 
justice, that they have been led by Mr. Begin's government to 
believe that their future in the buffer as Israeli citizens, subject 
to Israel law, was:assured even under peace. : 

This heing a free country, they are even free to insist that a 
peace with Egypt is altogether a chimera. 

But it is not for them to decide the matter, but for the govern- 
ment, with the consent of the Knesset. As Premier Begin dis- 
closed to the Knesset foreign affairs and defence committee, it 
was over thd Yamit settlements that the Camp David talks 
threatened to break up in discord. Mr. Begin's decision was that 
in the balance between peace and settlements, he would have to 
opt for the former. 

Upon sober reflection, the settlers themselves will no doubt 
agree, as some of them already do, that the Premier was right. 
In any case, the burden of decision was his, not theirs, even 
though it was their lives who were directly affected. ; 

Compared with some settler groups that have taken up the 
cudgels against the administration, it should be said that the 
people of Yamit have been behaving with restraint. Unlike the 
residents of Kiryat Arba, they have not taken to burning tyres 
with the avowed aim of forcing Mr. Begin to break his word to 
Mr. Sadat and Mr. Carter. Unlike the folks at Maale Adumim, 
they have not resorted to a “symbolic” closing down of their 
homes to signa] their displeasure with official policies. 

For the most part, they have confined their protest to the 
slowing down of traffic on the road to Yamit for a few hours, and 
to a quiet tractor-demonstration in the capital. But they have 
also joined forces with mmdry firebrands in triggering a rash of 
advertisements warning egainst the daiiger of forééd. eviction 
from ‘“‘the soil of the homeland." 

For the Information of the Yamit settlers, their region is not 
now, nor has it ever been, part of the homeland. They might con- 
ceivably have been annexed to the homeland if a territorial 
swap ΟΣ some sort had been tried, and agreed upon. This, 
however regrettably, has not been done. The result is that they 
find themselves, where they have. always been, in Egypt land. 

The government may owe them an apology for the pain of 
coming dislocation, for Arik Sharon's bulldozers in January, for 
an obtuse policy of self-delusion. What it does not owe them is a 
sacrifice of the blessing of peace.
